born’s, drawn up in a line to oppofe us, I fenta flag to the 
Commodore, propofing to treat with him for the furrender of 
his fleet, which he refufed, with this anfwer, “* That he was 
determined to defend it to the la{t extremity.”” I immediate- 
ly ordered down two fix and two three pounders, brafs field 
pieces, to a bank of the river, nearly level with the water, and 
within one hundred yards of the Tempeft, a twenty gun State 
fhip, which began immediately to fire upon us, as did the Re-. 
nown of twenty-fix guns, the Jefferfon, a State brigantine of 
fourteen guns, and feveral other armed. thips and brigantines ; 
about two or three hundred militia on the oppofite fhore, at the 
fame time kept up a heavy fire of mufquetry upon: us. Notwith- 
ftanding which the fire of the artillery, under the diréétion ‘of 
Captain Fage and Lieutenant Rogers, took fuch place, that the 
fhips were foon obliged to ftrike their colours, andthe nailitia 
drove from the oppofite fhore. Want of boats, and the wind 
blowing hard, prevented our capturing many of the fcamen, 
who took to their boats, and efcaped on fhore; but not with- 
out firft {cuttling and fetting fire to fome.of their thips, which 
gould not be faved. 

Two ships, three brigantines, five floops,and two f{chooners, 
loaded with tobacco, cordage, flour, &c. &c. fell into our 
hands. 

Four fhips, five brigantines, and a number of fmalt veftels, 
were funk and burnt. On board .¢ 2 whole fleet (none of which 
efcaped) were taken and deftroyed about two thoufand hogf- 
heads of tobacco, ée¢, &c. &c. and very fortunately we had not 
aman killed or wounded this day ; but have reafon tu. belicve 
the enemy fuffered confiderably. About five otclock P, M.

Twenty odd parted with us two days ago for St George’s Chan- 
nel.~ We left Statia on the 4th of May. The preceeding day 
the Ruffel, Captain Sutherland, arrived there, from Sir Samuel 
Hood’s fleet, who had a partial engagement with Monf. de 
Graffe, off Martinique, on Sunday April 29. The French 
ficet confifted of 20 thips of the line from France, and four o- 
thers joined them from Fort Royal. De Grafle faw his con- 
voy all fafe into Fort Royal, then ftood. offso face our ficet, 
rather to leeward, confifting of 17 or 18 thips of the line un- 
der Sir Samuel Hood. Only five of our thips-were properly 
engaged, of which the Ruffel was one, and was fo mauled as 
to be obliged to bear out of the engagement, and had the Ad- 
miral’s orders to fetch any port fhe could, to fave herfelf from 
finking.
